20.  The  act  contemplates  that  the 
United  States  shall  be  the  full  owner  ot 
irrigation  works  constructed  thereunder, 
and  clearly  Inhibits  the  acquisition  of 
property,  for  use  In  connection  with  an 
irrigation  project,  subject  to  servitudes  or 
l^erpetnal  obligation  to  pay  rents  to  a 
landlord  holding  the  legal  title.
